Andover’s 1941 town meeting will 
have at least 50 articles to act 
upon, for although the warrant does 
not close until today at 4:30, up to 
yesterday afiternoon there had ‘been 
4 very large number of articles al- 
ready submitted. Most of ‘them call 
for appropriations, with the $15,000 
ladder truck being tthe largest sub- 
mitted to date. , , 

The ladder truck will probably 
be the first important special ar- 
ticle to be acted on, according to 
the tentative lineup of the war- 
rant to date. Following it would 
come a $1035 request for the fire 
chief's car. 

Police Radio 

No appropriation is as yet speci- 
fied for a proposed two-way radio 
for the police department. If this: is 
adopted, ‘there would De a unit in 
the station and in each of the cars, 
thus making it possible for the sta- 
tion to call either or both cars and 
for the cars to talk to each other. 

The selectmen are asking for a 
hard coal stoker for the town in- 
firmary. 

There are two tree department 
items, one asking $935 for a truck 
and another $275 for a power 
mower for roadside use. 

The Board of Public Works. is 
again the most prolific department 
as far as special articles are con- 
cerned. They are asking for two 
telemeters, one for each of the 
reservoirs, total cost to be $1200. 
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maintenance under chapter 90 is 
again in the warrant. 
Road Machinery Fund 

A new idea in town finances is 
the request for the establishment 
of a “Road Machinery Fund,’ to 
which receipts from rentals of 
town-owned machinery would be 


) added, then ito be available for road 


maintenance, 

The Board also asks $2500 for 

sidewalk construction. 
There is also a request for $700 
for a new lawn mower and wings 
for another mower. A sum of $500 
is asked for sewer cleaning devices, 
and another $5000 is requested for 
hard-surfacing gravel roads. 

Again a total of $8,000 is asked 
for material, supervision and truck 
hire for use with W P A labor. 
River Road Back 

And ‘it’s back again! River road 
which was the subject of special 
appropriations for year after year 
isi back in the warrant once more, 
this time for $8750 for the improve- 
ment of River road, this sum to be 
used in conjunction with county 
and state funds. 

Another piece of new equipment 
asked is a lead melting furnace at 
$140. For reconditioning the sewer 
pumps at the sewer pump house 
on Riverina road aisum of $1590 %- 
asked, That completes ithe B. P. W. 
requesits ito date. 

Waste Disposal Area 

The solution of the town dump 
problem seems in the offing, and 
things are apparently going to be 
much pleasanter. In fact, we’re not 
even going to call it a dump any 
more: it’s to be “the waste disposal 
area.” About $4,000 will be asked 
for the purchase of this new dump 
—we mean area, 

The proposed area is about three 
miles from the ‘town center, in two 
abandoned quarries in the triangle 
formed by Greenwood road, Chand- 
ler road and the so-called “Quarry” 
street, 

And then’ there’s an avalanche of 
street acceptances, brought about

in some cases by the decision of 
the Board of Public Works not to 
plough the various streets and “in 
other cases by new construction. 
To date the Board of Survey has 
approved only Cheever Circle, Fos- 
ter Circle. and. Elm ‘Court. In the 
first two cases the sums of $2326.70 
and $2680 are asked to reimburse 
ithe owners of the property for 
water pipes, etc. 

The town will also be asked to 
accept Highland avenue, a section 
of Princeton avenue, Lincoln cir- 
cle and Iceland road. The Prince- 
ton avenue proposition will call for 
a reimbursement of $1182.50 and 
the Lincoln Circle one a reimburse- 
ment of $632.50. 


Two dangerous bends would be 
eliminated under articles calling 
for work on Highland road at $1500 
and on Dascomb road beyond Wal- 
ter Cuntis’ for $1600. 

There are afew water extensions 
called for, some of them familiar. 
On Beacon street from High Plain 
road the main would be extended 
for 1500 feet at a cost of $2560. Two 
articles call for Brundrett avenue 
extensions, one of 1500 feet from 
tthe River road northerly at a cost 
of $2350 and another southerly to 
the Robidoux property at a cost of 
$2100. Another article asks $980 
for 270 feet of water extension 
along Spring Grove road from Sun- 
set Rock road. 


The skating area article again ap- 
pears, the appropriation being $100. 
Town History 

Something new about something 
old will appear in the warrant. 
There is a request for $1,000 to be- 
gin the writing of the history of 
Andover, under the direction of the 
Andover Historical Society, for 
publication ‘in 1946 when the town 
reaches its 300th anniversary. 

‘A sum of $980 is requested for 
cutting back the corner of Salem 
street near John Scherner’s. 

A possible solution lof the sewage 
and drainage problem in the sec- 
tion from Summer street through 
to High street is contained in an 
article asking the town to accept 
an easement from the Smith P. 
Burtons for a sewer iand drainage 
development and further asking 
$1200 for a study of this section. 
Included in the area is ‘the entire 
section east of Pine street, includ- 
ing parts of Johnson Acres too low 
for the present systems On Elm 
street and Walnut avenue. 

A privately requested article 
asks $1250 for new sidewalks on 
Haverhill street, from Enmore to 
High. 

A requested change ‘in the zon; 
ing by-law asks itihat ithe property 
on the east side of North Main 
street now in a single building dis- 
trict be changed toa business zone. 
This includes the pasture at the 
rear of the Barnard estate and the 
first two Barnard houses. 

There is an article asking appro- 
val of the Temple Bmanuel ceme- 
tery site on the Old Currier farm 
adjacent to the Liawrence line.

How Do You Vote? 

At 4:30 today nominations will 
close for the coming town elections, 
and in the next month youw’re g0- 
jag to have to decide which of 
several candidates you will vote 
for. What are going to be the 
determining factors in your mind? 

There’s nothing really as funny 
as people. They go into a voting 
booth, and ithe reasoning behind 
their ballot-marking is anything 
but rationol. Some people auto- 
matically mark an “xX” opposite 
the first name on the ballot; were 
we all to do it, this would be a 
Democracy led by low alphabet 
names. Some automatically vote 
for the man now in office, the one 
seeking re-election; were we all to 
do that, this would not be a De- 
mocracy but instead an ‘autocracy 
in which perpetuation of power 
was an accepted custom. 

‘No Democracy can really be any- 
where near perfect until its voters 
cast ‘their ballots wisely for ithe 
man best fitted for the office, fitted 
by education, experience, temipera- 
ment and ability to use his com. 
mon sense. The man whose name 
begins with A or B, does not neces- 
sarily possess these qualifications. 
Nor does the man who now holds 
Office. It would be absurd ito vote 
for an office-holder just because 
he is in office, and it would be 
jwst as absurd to vote against him 
because he “has held the office 
long enough.” Yet it’s done, it’s 
done often. A voter certainly has 
ample opportunity to evaluate the 
worth of a man who has been in 
Office; if he has done a good job, 
by all means let him continue; if 
he hajsn’t, kick him out, if his op- 
ponent is) any better ithan he is. 

And ‘there are so many other 
things ithat Andoverites ittake into 
Consideration, things that really 
have no bearing on whether or not 
a candidate is suitable for the 
position he seeks. It really doesn’t 
matter what club he belongs to, 
what church he goes to, how much 
money he’s got, whether he used 
to drink quite a bit when he was 
young, and what an old sonof-a- 
gun that father of his was. It 
doesn’t really matter whether he’s. 
a friend of yours or not; some- 
times your friends may not ibe as 
g00d office holders ais the friends 
of somebody else. And for good- 
ness sakes, if it’s a paid position 
that he's running for, don’t vote 
for him “just because he needs. the 
job.” We should have our positions 
filled by men the job needs.
